St , Paul, and the scrupulous 
cleanliness speaks very well for 
the for the for the efficient man- 
agement of the living quarters. 

Entering into the Common Room 
is a very -pleasant experience. Thick 
carpets cover the floors, and the 
room is very well furnished with an 
abundance of comfortable chairs 
and chesterfields. The walls arc 
lined with separate cubicle-like 
rooms in which small parties may 
be held. There is also a large writ- 
. ing room complete with writing 
tables and easy chairs.

Wartime Housing Limited, who 
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are administering the accomoda- 
tion, advise a "two-in-a-room" basis 
In this way, the cost per person 
perweck for a room plus 21 meals 
will be $9.00 and for room with 15 
meals only, the rate will be reduc- 
ed to $7.50 per person per week. 
These rates to be paid weekly, in 
advance. 

Transportation betwen Montrai 
and St. Paul l'Hcrmitc— a distance of 
21 miles— will be made more con- 
venient by augmenting the exist- 
ing train and bus services, allowing 
better facilities for McGill students. 
The time taken for the trip yester- 
day was exactly 40 minutes.

Miss 
Gaultier exhibited pictures made 
by the tribe and explained the 
method of sketching with thoin3 
and water on red birch bark. By 
this method a two torfod effect is 
produced. "The Indians have knowl- 
edge but they are ignored," staled 
Miss Gaultier. 

Relating the legends of the tribes 
Miss Gaultier sang the songs affil- 
iated with them. 

At the end of the lecture Miss 
Gaultier displayed the many In- 
dian crafts that had been given her 
explalrfing the significance of each.

Boudry Asserts 

s 

French Scientists 
Continue. Research 
Daring Wartime '

"You cannot kill a nation when 
it wants to live, and you cannot 
force it to adopt an ideal* when it 
does not believe in it," said Dr. 
G. A. Boudry, in an address- yes- 
terday to the student section of the 
Canadian Association of Scientific 
Workers. 

Soft-spoken and undramatic, Dr. 
Boudry, French physicist recently 
arrived here, told of the dangerous 
atmosphere Ih which scientific re- 
search was carried on in France 
during the war. 

Professors at the universities had 
resumed their posts by November 
1940 after two months of inactivity. 
They felt it to be their duty to 
carry on with their teaching be- 
cause they now knew that the war 
would be a long one, and that the 
Allies would eventually win. The 
students must be educated so that 
they could take part in the recon- 
struction that would follow the end 
of the war. 

One good thing that can be said 
for the French Government at that 
time, said Dr. Boudry, was that 
their inspectors were both deaf and 
blind with regsfrd to the books that 
the professors^ were using, many of 
them being books which had been 
banned by the Germans. \ 

"Moral torture was as bad as

Jerusalem: Violence broke out 
again in Palestine, with four or five 
people killed and eight Injured In 
sudden attacks on railroads, and 
police launches In Jaffa and Haifa. 
Five armed Jews were arrested. 

Ottawa: Defence Minister Abbott 
announces that Canada's permanent 
military force will consist of 20,000 
to 25,000 men, divided into' two sec- 
tions, a full-time permanently em- 
ployed active force, and a partl- 
timc reserve. 

Berlin: According to evidence 
available, it is now as certain as 
possible that Hitler is dead, and 
that he shot himself and was sub- 
sequently burned.

Watching the hundreds of students that pass 
through the doors of the McGill Union day after 
day, we often wonder how many of them realize 
how vital a part of University life this building 
is. Besides the innumerable meals and snacks 
that arc served to men students and co-cds every 
day, the Union fulfils so many functions that 
todjjy it would be not only unthinkable' but 
catastrophic if this institution were suddenly 
removed. 

To begin with, the meetings of the Students' 
Executive Council arc held in the Boardroom of 
the Union. Here the policy of the self-govern 
ing student-body are determined. Week after, 
week the Council meets here and discusses prob- 
lems of bucIi a varied nature, that it takes quite 
a while to realize how tremendous its responsi- 
bility to the University is. Many times during 
the College year the Council is the target of a 
lot of criticism from many students; but con- 
sidering the tremendous task with which the 
body is faced, we feel that very often the cri- 
ticism is unwarranted. Just to mention one 
point, there is the matter of finances: budgets 
involving thousands of dollars arc presented to 
the Council; hence this group of students is faced 
with the task of administering the funds belong- 
ing to the student body in the most efficient and 
•beneficiary way. It seems to us quite natural 
that many a responsible member is entirely jus- 
tified in hesitating before he raises his hand to 
approve the expenditure of funds which have 
been placed in his trust by five thousand stu- 
dents. And then too, on matters of policy con- 
cerning the interests of the students, it is some- 
times very hard for members of the Council to 
come to a satisfactory conclusion, when the di- 
vergence' of opinion on so heterogeneous a 
campus as ours is constantly brought to their at- 
tention through their personal contacts with 
students and through the "general opinion 
columns" of The Daily. The old walls of the 
Boardroom hnve certainly witnessed many a 
heated discussion and hard-fought decision. 

The Union also houses the offices of many 
campus club and organizations, such as The An- 
nual, the Players' Club, the Red & White Re- 
view and the Book Exchange. The Daily, pro- 
viding the intra and extramural liaison of 
McGill, is written night after night in the base- 
ment of the Union. 

Beyond all this, the Union is the centre of 
entertainment of the campus. The Union House 
Committee and many campus clubs and organi- 
zations sponsor dances, parties and meetings in 
this building. On the second floor there arc bil- 
liard tables, ping-pong tables and facilities for 
chess and bridge games. There is a well-stocked 
reading room, where, next to many well-known 
magazines and newspapers, all the publications 
' of other Canadian universities are available, and 
students have an opportunity to rend about the 
activities and thoughts of our fellow students 
from coast to coast. 

These are some of the characteristics of the 
traditional centre of gravity of the extra-curri- 
cular activities of McGill; but beyond them 
there is a deeper significance in the cxistancc of 
the Union: here students come together . . . here 
they mix and talk, laugh and argue, dance and 
play . . . here is the place where a united campus 
has its roots.

Classical music acems to be more popular* than 
it has been for many years. Reports arc appearing 
in magazines and newspapers, telling of the success 
of concerts, recitals, radio programs of classical music. 
Writing on the subject, R. H. Myers ot the "New 
Statesman and Nation" points out an interesting out- 
come of this trend. He says, that whereas the quan- 
tity of classical music now heard In England is in- 
creasing, tho range is decreasing, and comparatively 
narrow. ■ 

"The total amount of music offered for consump- 
tion today Is enormous, while the number of music- 
consumers, actual and potential, reaches almost terri- 
fying proportions," states the writer. Yet, the range 
of music in concerts and broadcasts is limited. And 
the main reason for this seems to be the reluctance of 
the average concert-goer to leave the well worn track 
and listen to something new and different. 

In the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, the 
musical public was more enlightened. Composers 
found a market during their lifetime and did not 
have to wait a hundred years before becoming 
famous. Music was a living essential part ot the life 
and culture of the day. 

What Is needed today is a lively sympathy for, 
and understanding of, the problems confronting the 
contemporary composer. He should be made to feel 
that he Is an indispensable part of our social struc- 
ture: we should take as much interest in what he is 
trying to say today, as we do in what the old masters 
were saying the day before yesterday. 

"The confusion in musical thinking today," ac- 
cording to Mr. Myers, is due to a failure to recognize 
the continuity of music, its essential "one-ness," and 
a tendency to conceive progress in terms of time 
rather than values. Music docs not automatically 
"progress" as time flows on: a new mind will create 
new music In any epoch, and there are no reasons for 
supposing that the twentieth century Is any more 
"advanced" than the fifteenth. 

Stravinsky also stresses the point that importance 
should be given to contemporary composers, and un- 
derstanding of the classics rests on appreciation of 
the works that the age itself produces. "It is impos- 
sible," asserts the famous composer, "for the modern 
man to understand thoroughly the art of an epoch 
anterior to his own, and to grasp its full meaning 
underneath an old fashioned exterior and couched in 
a language no longer spoken, unless he has a lively 
apprehension of tho contemporary world, and parti- 
cipates consciously in the life around him. For only 
those who ore essentially alive discover what is really 
vital in those who are supposed to be 'dead.' " 

Meanwhile, classical music is growing popular, 
not only in England, but also in North America, and 
we suppose, all over the world. If Stravinsky's words 
arc used as a base for making programs, if men like 
R. H. Myers continue to write— and if their words are 
heeded— the coming years should provide ideal con- 
ditions for a large school of composers, internationally 
famous, and appreciated during their lifetime. L.P.

object, it being clearly understood 
that nothing will be done which 
n)ay prejudice the civil and re- 
ligious rights of existing non-Jew- 
ish communities in Palestine." 

This, the Balfour Declaration, was 
the formal endorsement of the aim 
of Zionism by Great Britain. The 
Declaration was acclaimed through- 
out the world as a sign that the 



frightful sufferings ot the Jews in 
the Great War were not in vain. 
Fifty-two nations, meeting at San 
Rcmo, endorsed the purposes ot the 
declaration, and because of it, Brit- 
ain was given the League of Nations 
mandate ot Palestine. 

The British Colonial Office, how- 
ever, was accustomed to working 
with servile and Illiterate natives, 
and resented the intrusion ot an in- 
telligent and proges'sive force. Thus 
they openly controverted the pur- 
poses of the mandate, introducing 
stumbling blocks wherever they 
could. Despite and In tho face of 
their underhanded chicanery, the 
Jews have succeeded in creating in 
the narrow strip ot land between 
the Jordan and the Mediterranean 
Sea what the Rev. Norman Mac 
Leàn, chaplain to King George VI, 
has called "The noblest, experiment 
in human uplift to be seen on the 
face of the earth." 

Today, after the most costly ef 
fort in human history to regain for 
the world a sense of conscience and 
sense of decency — a bloody

BALFOUR DAY 

Today is Balfour Day. Twenty- 
eight years ago, on November 2, 
1017, Sir Arthur James Balfour, 
then Britain's Foreign Secretary, 
addressed the following letter to 
Lord Rothschild, President of the 
English Zionist Federation: 

"I have much pleasure in convey 
ing to you, on behalf of His Ma' 
Jesty's Government, the following 
declaration of sympathy with Jew 
1st Zionist aspirations, which has 
been submitted to and approved by 
the Cabinet: His Majesty's Govern 
ment view with 'favour the estab- 
lishment in Palestine of a national 
homeland for the Jewish people, 
and will use their best endeavours 
to facilitate the achievement of this 
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struggle made necessary by our 
Milquetoastish sacrifice of principle 
to expedience — we face again one 
of the last efforts of primitive cons- 
cienceless sadism to gain by threat 
that which it could not secure by 
right. It Jewish Palestine be cru- 
cified on the crooked cross of oil 
and pseudo-imperialism, even as 
Czechoslovakia was surrendered to 
the insatiable maw at Munich, wc 
will be paying our first post-war 
instalment of Dane-gcld to the ter- 
roristic forces which claw at civil- 
ization's throat.
